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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Embodiment I (Figs 1-4, claims 1-13) in 
Paper No. 6 is acknowledged. 

For further consideration of diverse and/or search, exanniner requires to have 
another restriction as follow(s): 

Election/Restrictions 

2, Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4 and 8-10, drawn to an electronic sub-assembly and a printed 
circuit board, classified in class 361, subclass 760. 

II. Claims 5-7, and 11-13, drawn to a method of making sub-assembly and a 
method of increasing the proximity of active or passive devices on a 
circuitized laminated substrate, classified in class 29, subclass 859. 

Ill Claims 14-26, drawn to a device comprising a multi-layered circuitized 

sub-assembly, classified in class 361 , subclass 790 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
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(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the methods can be used conductive pads or 
conductive wiring pattern instead of via for attached device on a substrate. 

Inventions 111 and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the conbination has separate 
utility such as permit a device interfaced with a computer or any suitable diagnostic 
device. The subcombination has separate utility such as a printed circuit board referred 
as a edge mounted device. 

Inventions II and 111 are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the methods can be used conductive pads or 
conductive wiring pattern instead of via for attached device on a substrate. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1 .143). 

3. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Specie I Figure 3 with a board of figure 1 .

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
